LAWS NEEDED TO SAVE INFANTS’ FROM 
ALIFE OF DARENESS. 


The Percentage of Blind Persons Here 
Has Increased 500 Per Cent to 100 
Per Cent Increase in Population— 
Causes and the Remedy. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. — 
The startling announ¢ement is made that 
while the population of Missouri increased 
100 per cent the number of cases of blind- 
ness increased 550 per cent, and that this 


proportion exceeded the showing of any, 


other State in the Union. 
From local oculists the Post-Dispatch ob- 


tained the following expressions on this 
remarkable fact. 
LAWS OF EASTERN STATES. 
Statistics show that blindness is on the 


increase in this country, notwithstanding 


the greater knowledge and skill in treating 
the many affections which tend to destroy 
sight and the ample facilities now afforded 
all classes of persons in Pe cities in the 
way of infirmaries and free dispensaries, 
for caring for the ‘various diseases of the 
eye. This increase of tage of blind- 
ness prevails th ‘the United States, 
but is much greater in some of the Western 
States. In Missouri the last official returns 
show an alarmingly. tmoreased ratio of 
blindness over the last census. Eye dis-

DR. POST’S VIEWS. 

Dr. Post, speaking of the census show- 
ing, said: The figures in the United States 
showing that blindness is increasing more 
rapidly in Missouri than in any other State 
are. probably not to be depended upon, as 
the census takers were paid.so much for 
every name secured, and thus the names 
of persons with sore eyes, who should not 
be counted as blind, were very likely added 
to the list to make census-taking more 
profitable. This, considered in connection 
with the reports sent to the Superintendent 
of the Missouri School for the Blind, makes 
us hesitate to accept as absolutely correct 
the conclusions which: would be reached by 
considering only the figures of the census. 

The State law requires the County Clerk 
of each county to report annually to the 
State School for the Blind all persons in 
their county between the ages of 6 and 2 
years whose sight is se poor that they can- 
not obtain an. ion in the schools for 
the seeing. Th reports show but little 
increase in the number of such persons. 

In addition to this source of information 
the Board of Managers of the School for 
the Blind send out circulars to the other 
county officers, judges, sheritrs, ete., asking 
information as to any blind persons in their 
knowledge, and various other efforts are 
made to get all the blind of school age 
into the school. The result of these inquir- 
ies indicates that the number of blind peo- 
ple in Missouri is increasing about in pro- 
portion to the increase in the population 
of the State. 

Yet, after all has been said, there are 
altogether too many bund people in our 
State. The vast majority of cases of blind- 
ness are due to neglect and ignorance on 
the part of parents, nurses and physicians. 
Most of the diseases Which result in the 
loss of sight. are preventible or curable. 
Furthermore, these diseases are contagious | 
and, appearing in a family, unless proper 
precautions are taken, involve one member 
after another till quite a number, or all, 
are affected. 

In view. of these facts, it is advisable 
that our State enact laws looking to the 
prevention of these diseases, or where they 
have already made their appearance re- 
quiring that they should be treated by 
properly qualified physicians, and that pre- 
cautions should be taken to protect those 
about them from contagion.

If bitten on face or hand where there is 
no clothing to protect them, people are very 
apt to get hydrophobia. Some persons, how- 
ever, nave constitutions with strong power 
to resist the disease and people may escape, 
even when bitten in an unprotected spot.

The above letter, however, was not the 
first information the St. Louis horse and 
mule dealers had received in regard to the 
proposed attempt of the East St. Louis Na- 
tional Stock Yards to steal the horse and 
mule market of Louis, and they were 
strongly fortified to meet the attack. An 
inkling of the movement to transfer the 
horse and mule dealers en masse, from St. 
Louis to Bast St. Louis had been received 
some time prior to the advent of the cir- 
cular letter, and the association of the deal- 
ers above mentioned had already been 
formed. 

Following the advent of the circular letter 
to the horse and mule dealers of St. uis 
an article appeared in one of the morning 
papers in which the removal of the horse 
and mule market of St. Louis to East St. 
Louis was announced as a fact, and an in- 
terview with C. G. Knox, the signer of the 
circular letter was given to prove that all 
the arrangements for such a step had been 
made. 

T. W. Crouch of the Maxwell & Crouch

system in America. But although grid-/ 


ironed ‘with stréet railroad tracks the city 
derives little revenue from these lines. Some 
pay into the city treasury a small sum per 
annum for the valuable franchises and priv- 
fleges they enjoy, while others pay nothing 
except the regular tax on mileage of their 
track, their real esate and personal proper- 

: Electric lines are taxed at the rate of 
i $2,000 a mile for their track and cable roads 
at $20,000 per mile, this being the ratio in 
the difference of cost of construction be- 
tween the two different styles of road. None 
of the companies pay anything like @ fair 
percentage to the city for the valuable con- 
cessions they hold. 

There is quite a contrast between this 
and what some otHer cities get out of their 
street railway franchises. Philadelphia 
makes its lines pave the entire streets 
traversed by them with graite or asphalt 
as the city may elect. It is stated that 
in two years the street railway companies 
of that city have expended $5,000,000 in pav- 
ing the city’s streets. In Baltimore the 
companies pay 9 per cent of their gross 
earnings into the city treasury, and from the 
income from this source, which has been 
over $200,000 per annum, and is expected to 
reach over „000 from now on, the city is 
contemplating buying a large suburban 
estate and transforming it into a hand- 
some park. In Cincinnati the railroads 
have also to pay a portion of their earn- 
ings into the city treasury, and in Detroit 
they are made to carry passengers for a 
3-cent fare. The Cantor act passed in 
New York stipulates that in future all 
street railway franchises shall be sold to 
the highest bidder. * 

Some of the older cities like Boston 
seem to be under the control of the street 
railway magnateb, who get whatever they 
want in the way of franchises and privil- 
eges. Chicago is just commenting to learn 
a lesson, and in granting franchises of late 
years makes the companies pay for their 
valuable concessions. The old companies, 
however, are operating under franchises 
which cost them nothing. New cities like 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Omaha and Kansas 
City are in the same fix as St. Louis, hay- 
ing given away valuable concessions with- 
out requiring any remuneration from the 
companies in return. 

MILEAGE OF ST. LOUIS ROADS. 

The streets of St. Louis are occupied by 
street railway companies with 221% miles of 
track, and franchises have been granted 
for the laying of over fifty miles more. 
The biggest mileage is that of the roads 
controlled. by the National Railway Com- 
pany, of Chicago. This includes the Cass 
avenue and Fair Grounds system, with 
its Northern Central and Union Line 
branches, the Citizens’ (Franklin avenue) 
line, and the St. Louis Railway (Broadway 
cable), with its Baden and St. Louis branch. 
All told these roads have 70 2-3 miles of 
track. The Scullin system, with its Union 
Station line networking the South End, 
and its Mound City, Benton, Bellefontaine 
and Eighteenth street lines going north, 
comes next with fifty miles of track, and 
has seventeen miles more in construction. 
The new Grand avenue line will be a part 
of this system, and the Jefferson avenue 
road, the only horse car line in this city, 
is operated by Mr. Scullin. The Lindell 
Railway has thirty-three miles of tracks 
in its West End, southwest and north and 
south lines. In the three lines of the Mis- 
souri system there are twenty-three and 
three-tenths miles of track. The Suburban 
road has twenty-four miles of track but 
only eight and one-fourth is counted in the 
statement of mileage,.as the balance of its 
track is outside the city limits. The other 
roads have from six to fifteen miles of 
track each. 

The various street railways of the city 
have a combined capital stock of $22,437,000 
and a bonded debt of $18,117,000, making a 
grand total of $40,554,000, from which the 
city derives little in the way of taxes. 

From their quarterly statements it ap- 
pears that during the year of 1894, just clos- 
ed, the number of trips made by the cars of 
all the roads and the passengers carried by 
them were as follows:

Baltimore’s Big Income. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 16.—The com- 
panies operating street railroad lines in this 
city have to pay for their privileges, They 
were formerly charged 20 per cent on their 
gross earnings. It was concluded that this 
Was too great a tax, and the figure was re- 
duced to 12 per cent. More recently a 
further reduction was made to 9 per cent. 
The amount ‘derived from the companies 
under this arrangement last year footed 
up $221,458.99 and when the present extensions 
are completed it is estimated that the sum 
will reach $200,000 per year. In fact the city 
fathers are so certain of this that they are 
now considering utilizing the money to pur- 
chase a large and handsome suburban 
— and making a beautiful park of the 
place. 

The money thus derived from the rail- 
roads is known as the park tax, and was 
levied. against the lines for the purpose of 
covering part of the expense of taking 
care of the city parks. All street railway 
charters contain a provision for the pay- 
ment of this money into the city treasury. 

The companies also pay the usual city 
and State taxes on capital stock and real 
estate, amounting in 18%, in round num- 
bers, to. $89,000. They also pay a tax of 
$5 per car, amounting for the 430 cars ac- 
counted for during 1894, to $2,150. This 

es the total taxes paid by them last 
year $312,608. a 

Four companies control all the lines 
in the city. These are the Baltimore City 
Passenger Railway Co. has five lines, with 
an aggregate of twenty-six miles of single 
track; the Traction Co operating eleven 
linés, with about severty-eight miles of 
single track; the City and Suburban, which 
has recentl bbled up the Lake Roland 
Elevated Electric Railway, making it the 
largest of all, has seven lines and a track- 
age of eighty-eight miles, and the Central, 

hich is the only company operating a 
single line, has seven miles of road. 


Pave Philadelphia's Streets. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 16.—Philadel- 
phia has about 3,000 street cars on which it 
collects a yearly tax of 350 each. It is 
entitled to 5 per cent on all earnings above 
6 per cent, amounting in 1893 to $85,656. The 
companies pave and keep in repair all streets 
occupied by them from curb to curb with 
granite blocks or asphaltum, as the city 
elects.

Madison Race Track Closed and St. Louis 
Sports Disgruntled—Health Commis- 
sioner Homan’'s Efforts to Stamp Out 


About 2:30 yesterday afternoon Dr. Clit- 
ton Dudley of 4252 Olive street was called to 
attend a sick colored girl, Louise Criddle, 
employed as a domestic at the residence of 
Mrs. Victoria E. Hammer, 4301 Lindell ave- 
nue. The doctor found the girl suffering 
from smali-pox. He notified the Health De- 
partment, who removed the girl to the City 
Hospital and fumigated the house. This is 
the first case in this part of the city. 

Yesterday’s record of the spread of small- 
pox in St. Louis showed thirteen well-defined 
cases and nine suspects. All those down 
with the disease have been taken to the 
quarantine station and the suspects have 


been sent to what is known as the ‘‘Chick- 
en-coop' at the City Hospital. The new 
cases reported by the Health Department 
are as follows:

FOR SILVER AS MONEY. 

The debate on silver in the German 
Reichstag is highly significant, especially 
as the resolution adopted for the call of an 
international monetary conference was 
supported by Count Herbert Bismarck | 
and by the leaders of the two strong- 
est parties in the Reichstag, the Con- 
servatives and the Centrists. Not less 
significant was the declaration of Chan- 
cellor von Hohenlohe that he is inclined 
to consider favorably an interchange of 
views among those States that are inter- 
ested in the silver question, Germany 
being one of them. vue 

If an international conference were 
held now England's representatives, even 
were they so inclined, would find it much 
harder to checkmate the bimetallists than 
at the Brussels Conference. And it is 
not certain that they would be so inclined. 
Before the conference could be assem- 
bled it is probable that the Conserva- 
tives will have returned to power in 
“England, and Mr. Balfour, who would 
be Chancellor of the Exchequer in a 
Conservative Ministry, is an avowed bi- 
metallist and a warm advocate of the 
restoration of silver to an equality with 
gold as a money metal. 

“Whatever England’s or Germany’s at- 
titude may be, and whether or not an 
international monetary conference is 
called, the battle against gold monomet- 
ailism must go on unflinchingly in this 
country. In Germany statesmen are dis- 
covering that the question “is one of 
life or death for husbandry.” This is 
well understood here, however Wall street 
and its organs may try to obscure the 
dssue. American agriculture must not 
and shall not be ruined in order that our 
finances may be accommodated to the 
views of European hoarders of gold.

The solid foundation of St. Louis’ pros-

THE OCEAN CARRYING TRADE. 

Of the 38,384,952 bushels of grain shipped 
abroad from the port of New York last 
year not a bushel was carried by a vessel 
flying the American flag. The bulk of 
this grain was carried by British ships 
and the remainder by ships of all the 
leading nations except the United States. 

Not only does free trade England fix 
the market price of our grain, but with 
the help of other European nations, does 
all the ocean frefghting of our grain ex- 
port trade. We sell our grain at less than 
cost to European nations and pay them 
a “rake-off’’ besides in freight rates. 

This complete disappearance of Ameri- 
can bottoms from the foreign grain car- 
rying trade would not be so bad if all 
American capital found more profitable 
investment at home. The fSreign carry- 
ing trade is perhaps the least valuable in 
the matter of increasing the wealth of the 
nation whose capital is invested in it, but 
it is of great importance in controlling 
trade and in possible complications which 
affect commerce. 

But the fact is that there is abundance 
of surplus capital in this country which 
could profitably engage in this trade, and 
there is bo the desire and need for 
American shipping, but all enterprise in 
that direction is cut off by a killing pro- 
tective policy, The situation therefore, is 
an object lesson in the folly of restrictive 
laws and a strong argument in favor of 
free ships. 1

He asserted that the resolution and 
speech of Mr. Hill were in the same direc- 
tion as all other efforts. made to discredit 
silver, and then launched out into a de- 
fense of the silver advocates. He referred 
to the proceedings in the German Reichstag 
as an indication that there was to be a 
change in the interest of silver. We are 
working toward it,” he concluded, “but if 
any act could serve to paralyze progress in 
that direetion it is the disgraceful and 
dishonorable dicker of the President with

LODGE AS A CRITIC.

Oscar Wilde Offers a Rattling Faroe 
Bernhardt in a Suderman Play- News 
and Gossip of London Town. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—The continued cold 
weather in Great Britain is having a most 
serious effect in all parts of the country. 
Aside from the suffering involved, the low 
temperature has caused a practical’ stand-

A num- 
ber of important race meetings, including 
the big military steeplechase at Sandown 
Park, fixed for yesterday, and the Manches 
ter February meeting, had to be entirely 
abandoned. 

One distressing feature of the season is 
that fully two-thirds of the houses in Lon- 
don are entirely without their usual water 

ipply, in consequence of the freezing of 
the water. 

An extraordinary scene was witnessed on 
Wednesday last in front of the Mansion 
House, the official residence of the Lo 
Mayor, in connection with the intensely 
cold weather. A large number of persons 
gathered there in con*equence of a false re- 

ort that the Lord Me or had issued a proc- 
amation, warning the citizens of London of 
the near approach of a furious blizzard, 
which would impede all traffic and cause a 
cessation of business. It was also. reported 
that the proclamation urged the people to 
provide themselves with a full stock of pro- 
visions for three days in order to be pre- 
pa for any emergency and also warned 
all citizens to be within doors before mid- 
night on Thursday in order to escape being 
overtaken by the elements. 

Skaters, however, in England have never 
had such-an excelient n ier in- 
dulging. in sport on the ice, and the lakes and 
ponds, all of which are frogen over, are 
crowded day and night. The interest of 80 
ciety has centered in the Dutch gg, Faget 
ties. which have been held on the lake in 
Buckingham Palace Gardens, and at which 
the Prince of Wales and his unmarried 
daughters,the Princesses Victoria and Maud
